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REVEMUE CHIEFS PRETENSE 
. Becretary of the TrcaBury John Snyder 
wants all of ua to lend a hand In cleanlng^tip 
the AcandcU-iiddcn bureau of Internal rev- 
enue. This whole business, he says, hns 
caused him "great nngulsh" and has been a 
matter of "shock and concern" to him. 

Snyder adds that the bureau' Is doing 
everything possible to purse itself of wrong- 
doers, and is cooperating with the King.com- 
mlttee of the house to "ferret out ^y re- 
maining Irregulnrltlcsj' ~ 
These expressions of concern for the bu- 
• reau's integrity are fine. There's only one 
thing wrong. They should have been made 
— and acted upon— months ago. 

The evidence Is on the record that when 
the first Irregularities were called to the 
govcrhmcnt's attention. It sought to husn up 
.-the affair rather than to plunge In with a 
Wholehcorted inquiry. Bnydor himself was a 
' party to thb effort at concealment. 

For months, officials from President Tru- 
man on down Insisted, that everything was 
basically all right. Disclosures of fraud and 
comipUoa among Internal revenue collectors 
ranged from -Boston to San Francisco. Yet 
the administration continued to pretend 
that these major scandals amounted only to 
trivial transgressions. 

Ttis revenue bureau scandals are acknowl- 
edged to be the worst blot on the adminis- 
tration's , record thus fai^much- graver In 
tlgnlfleanco than the mink coats and other 
ilgnti of Influence-peddling that have stolen 
so many headllnea. 
Tliat the President and his treasury secre- 
' tary could so long treat thesd Irtcgiilai'ltles 
with Indifference Is a tolling comment on 
their power to recosnlze real moral rot when 
they see It. Unquestionably they were guilty 
of a serious lapse from the high standards of 
conduct we may rightfully demand of our top 
government cfflccrs. 

Belatedly, the administration has come to 
recognize. If not the genuine harm to the 
reputation of government In general, at least 
the political. damage to Its own cause. 

The new national Democratic chairman, 
Tronic McKlnney, gave the first sign when 
bo called for legislation \o place revenue 
coUectora under civil service. Mr. Truman, 
who previously had disparaged the idea, 
switched over to support the plan. 
How we have the spectacle of Snyder taken 
_ with sudden ^ock at thought of these «m- 
barrassing fevelatrons of fraud. It'ls' hot' a 
convincing performance. 

Jn the light or what hois transpired to date, 
why should any citizen put his trust in the 
bureau to cleanse Its own ranks? Why should 
he accept at face value Ithe administration's 
pledges of cooperation? 

The matter Is In the hands of concrrtsa 
now, and there It properly belongs. Let the 
-- -Klng-commlttee proceed - with- the -broadest, 
fullest sort of Inquiry It can manage. And 
may It come up with a whole host of recom- 
■ mendatlons for new laws which will take the 
revenue bureau out of politics for good and 
elevate It to a level where It can conunand 
the trust so vital an agetjcy of goycmmen.t 
ought" to' have. *

He mado tbe-stalcmitnt prcnrnturcly on-pur- 
pose. He reallrea thai any showing or atomic secrets . 
or weapons with a foreign countrj' will nece.ultat« a 
change In our laws on this question. 

ThcJc vest control exclusively In civilian ouihorltles, 
whereas Churchill undoubtedly wants to turn them 
over to the military. It Is expected that any proposal 
along this line will raise a storm of debate and pro- 
test on capltol hill.

LONDON— A member of the Brit- 
ish house Of commons gets a solary 
Of nj»0 pounds a year, approx- 
imately tSfiOO at the pr^ent rate 
of exchange, plus as many free rldM

from London. 

But be has 
neither an office 
nor a secretory, 
no telephone, nor 
even a desk and 
be pays tor his 
own postage and 
telegrams.

To slgnallie the begin- 
ning- of secrecy the prime minister 
calls "I spy strangers" and the 
premises arB-then cleared'ofnon- 
members and the record Is suspend- 
ed tmUl the secrecy Is terminated. 

Tbla superiority of commons, this 
Independence of the press Is naively 
regarded as a very Important thing, 
signifying that the house of com- 
mons, representing the people ot 
Great Britain, Is not to bo Intimi- 
dated by publishers nor any other 
tone, Including the king. 

But that Is a strictly technical 
aitd meaningless assertion of a 
flobby_ Integrity because actually, the, 
members do not represent "the peo- 
ple" of their constituencies at ail, 
but their respective poUUcal parUes 
or other patrons such as lalxw 
unions, banks. Insurance companies 
or breweries.

It Is our pretense, however, that 
these unlonecrs, whsn they come to 
congress, suddeiUy become Impartial 
and objectlyo statesmen represent- 
ing nil the people and Interests ot 
their respective districts which Is & 
llo as all of us know. 

The notorious case that. I refer 
to Is that of Congresaman Irving, 
Independence, Mc, Harry Truman^B 
home district, who Is the dictator of 
a big locnl of the Hod Cnrrlcra and
